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(57) Abstract: A device adapted for use in a field sequential color display. The device may include first and second polarizers (201, 

203). A light scattering material (202) may be disposed between the first and second polarizers (201, 203). Additionally, the display 
O may include a light source (209) having a plurality of colors. Portions of the light scattering material (202) are operable for selectable 
2 excitation. An excitation of a portion of the light scattering material (202) is operable for controlling an amount of light of a color of 

the plurality of colors emitted by the display device. Further, sub-fiMies from which an image frame is composed may be addressed 
O in a segmented fashion, whweby each sub-frame includes a plurality of segments. The light source (209)is correspondingly pulsed 

in a segmented fashion. A given segment may be illuminated in a different color in each sub-frame. In this way, perceived flicker 
^ may be reduced. 
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
